The warm weather of March forced 
vegetation ahead of its time. 
1 lie 
first wild spring flowers were found 
on the third of April this year. 
On that day but ’hr#e kinds were 
found 
the anemone or windflower, 
spring beauties and the hepattca. l’he 
last one named should 
have been 
first, for it is counted the first spring 
blossom to show its-* 11. 
1 should have 
preferred to find it first,; but it is a 
comparatively rare flower, while the 
other two are to be found in such 
prolusion that In their favorite local­ 
ities the ground is fairly carpeted 
with them. 
Of course, there 
are 
earlier flowers, such a> the dandelion, 
chickweed and skunk cabbage, that ( 
can be found throughout the winter. 
But the first three named, with the 
blood OKU and trailing arbutus, are, 
strictly speaking, 
spring 
blooming) 
l lants.

S tates Steel corporation ha^ adopt . 
a plan for financially aiding iu< u in 
jilted in its plants and for pern toning 
the families of employes killed in «»<- 
lid en ts at work. 
The plan was ratified at the m eet­ 
ing of presidents of subsidiary com 
panics and it will go into effect May 
1. 
lt is a purely voluntary provision 
and is made by the St«'el corporation 
and its subsidiaries without any sug­ 
gestion from the men. Chairman E. H. 
Gary said: 
“Since December, 190S, offh era of 
the United States Steel corporation 
and subsidiary companies h a v e been 
developing a plan of relief for men 
Injured and killed and their families 
U nder this plan relief will be paid lor 
temporary disablement and permanent 
injuries and for death 
The relief is 
g reater for married 
men 
than for 
single men. and increases according 
to the Dumber of children and length 
of service. 
During temporary disable­ 
m ent single men receive 35 per cent 
of their w ¡ges and married men r«o 
per cent, with an additional 5 pet 
cent for each child under sixteen and 
2 per cent for each year of service 
above five years 
“Following 
the 
provisions 
of 
all 
foreign law* and all legislation sng 
gested in this country, there is a 
period of ten days before payment 
of relief begins. 
For permanent in 
juries inrun sum payments are pro­ 
vided. These are based upon the * x- 
te n t to which each Injury interferes 
with employment and upon th«« earn­ 
ings of th«1 injured men. 
"In case the men are killed the 
widows and children will receive oi 
and one-half years' wages, with an 
additional 1" per cent for each child 
under sixtfmn and 3 per <•*( lor each 
year of service of the deceased abov 
five years. 
“Experience will perhaps h ad to 
some modifications of this plan, but 
it will be in operation lor one year 
from May 1, 
1910. and if it meets 
with success and approval from the 
men and the public it is hoped th," 
similar and possibly improved plans 
may be adopted in succeeding years. 
“ II is our purpose by this plan to 
tre a t employes fairly and 
g e n e r o u s 
under the most enlightened vlew’R of 
an employers’ responsibility. 
/ ‘Also for the period first above re­ 
ferred there has been under consid«*ra 
tion a plan for the payment, of pen 
sions to disabled or superannuated 
employes, and it is expected this "ill 
soon be put into practice
